Farrell is believed to be deficient in that there is no teaching of when inputting is being started 
and only mentions inputting in col. 10, lines 37-60 and appears to teach only an output job (printing) and a "post" output 
job (finishing). An amendment has been proposed to more distinctly define these features and will be considered by 
the examiner. The examiner will call the attorney prior to sending another non final office action.
